THE  POLLS  WILL  BE  OPEN  FROM  9  A.M.  TO  6  P.M. 
To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bamstead  in  the 
County  of  Belknap  in  said  State,  quaHfied  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Barnstead  on  Tuesday,  the  5th  day  of  March,  next  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  with- 
drawal from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972 
for  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the 
following  priority  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated  or  take 
any  other  action  hereon. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  draw  the  sum  of 
$7,200.00  from  the  amount  now  held  by  the  Selectmen,  con- 
sisting of  the  Town  of  Bamstead's  share  of  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Funds,  and  to  authorize  said  Selectmen  to  issue 
checks  in  equal  amounts  of  $3,600.00  to  both  the  Center 
Barnstead  Fire  Department  and  the  Barnstead  Parade  Fire 
Department.  This  appropriation  to  be  used  by  each  of  the 
aforementioned  fire  departments  solely  and  exclusively  for 
the  purchase  of  the  following  items: 

a.  One  thousand  feet,  two  and  one-half  inch 
double  jacket  fire  hose. 

b.  Six  hundred   feet   one  and   one-half  inch 
double  jacket  fire  hose. 

c.  Four    spare    cylinders    for    self-contained 
breathing  apparatus. 


d.     One  smoke  ejector  complete  with  extension 
cord  and  mounting  brackets. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  convey  that  pvarcel 
of  land  that  was  erroneously  deeded  to  Richey  and  Thyng 
Co.,  Inc.,  as  of  October  1971.  This  action  is  to  validate  a 
decision  rendered  by  the  Barnstead  Board  of  Adjustment  in 
granting  a  Variance  to  Richey  and  Thyng  Ck).,  Inc.,  necessary 
to  establish  compliance  with  the  Land  Use  Ordinance  of 
forty  thousand  (40,000)  square  feet. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  the  Ralph 
Eastman  property  located  on  Suncook  Pond  for  the  purpose 
of  conservation  and  recreation,  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $26,000.00  for  same  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $3,500.00 
for  construction  of  additional  recreational  facilities  on  the 
Ralph  Eastman  property  such  as  roads,  walks,  foot  bridges, 
and  or  any  additional  recreational  facilities  to  the  said 
property. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  direct 
the  Planning  Board  to  limit  sub-division  approval  to  five  (5) 
units  or  less  for  each  sub-divider,  for  a  p>eriod  of  one  year 
commencing  March  5,  1974,  to  minimize  and  control  the 
impact  on  the  increased  cost  of  Town  services  including 
schools,  road  maintenance,  fire  and  pohce  protection,  waste 
disposal  and  health  services,  thereby  preventing  an  undue 
financial  burden  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  and  to 
minimize  and  control  the  impact  on  the  environment  and 
water  resources  of  the  Town:  (to  enable  Town  officials  to 
formulate  and  propwDse  for  consideration  by  the  Townspeople 
ordinances  designed  to  protect  and  preserve  the  rural 
character,  ecological  and  scenic  values,  water  resources,  and 
financial  stability  of  the  Town). 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $15,000.00  for  the  operation  of  the  Police  De- 
partment for  the  ensuing  year. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  method 
of  selecting  the  Police  Department  from  election  to  appoint- 
ment by  the  Selectmen.  If  this  action  is  voted  in  the  affirm- 
ative it  shall  become  effective  as  of  April  1,  1974. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $26,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  renovating  the 
Town  Hall,  or  any  action  thereto. 


*  It  is  suggested  by  the  Budget  Committee  that  a 
Study  Group  or  Committee  be  appointed  to  evaluate 
all  the  avenues  relating  to  the  renovation  of  the 
Town  Hall,  and  request  bids  from  numerous  sources. 
The  compiled  information  to  be  submitted  at  the 
next  March  Town  Meeting  for  action. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  the  Selectmen 
the  authority  to  cope  with  the  safety  hazards  which  open 
excavations  create,  to  safeguard  the  public  health  and  wel- 
fare; to  preserve  our  Town  assets;  to  prevent  pollution  of 
land  and  water;  to  promote  soil  stabilization  and  to  preserve 
the  aesthetic  features  of  our  environment  by  applying  the 
following  provisions  to  all  districts  in  the  Town  of  Bamstead. 

Section  1.  The  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel 
and  stone  may  be  peimitted  but  only  subject  to  the  issuance 
of  a  permit  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  subject  to  the 
following  provisions: 

a.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  application  for  a  permit. 

b.  The  property  owner  shall  file  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  with  the  appHca- 
tion  an  adequate  plan  showing  existing 
topography  proposed  depths  of  cut  and  final 
topography. 

c.  In  the  event  that  a  permit  is  granted,  the 
property  owner  shall  be  required  to  post  a 
performance  bond  in  a  penal  sum  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  insure 
that  loam  and  topsoil  be  respread  and  the 
area  reseeded  in  order  to  be  protected 
against  erosion. 

d.  All  loam  and  topsoil  removed  from  the 
above  excavations  shall  be  stockpiled  on  the 
premises. 

e.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  of 
more  than  two  years  after  which  period  the 

Board  of  Selectmen  may,  after  a  public 
hearing,  renew  the  permit  for  successive 
periods  of  not  more  than  two  years  provid- 
ing that  all  conditions  of  the  first  permit 
have  been  met. 

In  evaluating  applications,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall 
be  governed  by  the  following  considerations: 

a.  Proof  that  suitable  material  is  available  in 
the  area  in  which  removal  is  proposed. 


b.  Removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  or 
stone  will  not  be  detrimental  to  neighbor- 
hood properties. 

c.  The  effect  of  trucking  into  and  from  the 
area  and  resultant  dust  conditions  on  the 
roads  of  the  town. 

d.  The  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  the  propKJsed 
excavation  with  respect  to  existing  road 
grades,  water  table  and  surrounding  terrain. 

e.  Future  drainage  in  the  general  area  in 
which  the  removal  is  proposed. 

f.  Set-back  from  existing  roads. 

g.  The  removal  of  clay,  sod,  loam,  sand,  gravel 
and  stone  for  the  purpose  of  road  found- 
ation excavations  or  non-commercial  per- 
sonal use  shall  not  fall  under  the  terms  of 
this  provision. 

Section  2.  Validity:  Should  any  section  of  this 
Ordinance  be  declared  by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
to  be  invalid,  such  decision  shall  not  effect  the  validity  of  the 
Ordinance  as  a  whole  or  of  any  other  part  thereof. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  em- 
power the  Planning  Board  to  review  and  approve  or  dis- 
approve site  plans  for  the  development  of  tracts  or  sites  for 
non-residential  uses  whether  or  not  such  development  in- 
cludes a  subdivision  or  re-subdivision  of  the  site.  RSA  36:19- 
a  (NEW) 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  the  road 
leading  from  the  intersection  of  the  Vail  Road  (so-called) 
and  the  Colbath  Road  (so-called)  in  a  Southeasterly  direc- 
tion coursing  adjacent  to  the  Hazel  Clark  Homestead  to  a 
point  of  connection  to  the  New  Road  (so-called)  Northeast 
of  the  bridge  spanning  the  Big  River  to  be  known  as  the 
"Hazel  Clark  Road". 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of 
$200.00  from  Arthur  H.  McAllister;  the  income  from  the 
said  sum  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  lot  and  the 
approaches  thereto  of  Lot  #85,  situated  in  the  Riverview 
Cemetery,  Bamstead,  New  Hampshire. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of 
$200.00  from  the  family  of  the  late  Alois  and  Mathilda 
Jenisch  of  Barnstead  for  the  perpetual  care  of  their  lot  in 
the  Riverview  Cemetery,  Bamstead,  New  Hampshire. 


17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of 
$300.00  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  lot  of  Charles  and  Anna 
Tuttle  and  the  lot  of  George  and  Lillian  Tuttle  and  Rufus 
and  Elsie  Bly,  known  as  the  Tuttle-Bly  lot. 

18.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  the  Chief  of  Police  who  is  elected 
in  March  of  1974  to  be  the  full  time  Chief  of  Police  of  the 
Town  of  Barnstead.  This  article  will  be  null  and  void  if  the 
article  to  appoint  a  full  time  Chief  of  Police  does  not  pass. 

19.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  es- 
tablish the  following  administrative  procedure  for  the  issu- 
ance of  building  permits.  That  a  building  permit  will  be 
issued  by  the  Town  of  Barnstead  upon  receipt  from  the 
owner  or  his  representative  of  the  following: 

1.  Sewerage  Disposal  Permit  from  the  N.H.  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission. 

2.  The  Building  Plan 

The  building  permit  shall  be  issued  within  seven  (7)   days 
of  the  receipt  of  the  application. 

20.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  de- 
signate, as  a  scenic  road,  that  stretch  of  road  from  the  top 
of  Beauty  Hill  northward  to  the  border  of  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton. 

21.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  publish  a  list  of  owners, 
descriptions,  and  assessed  property  net  valuations  in  a  local 
newspaper  or  in  a  publication  available  to  the  public.  This 
list  to  be  published  on  an  annual  basis  thereafter. 

22.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  limit 
the  expenditure  of  Town  funds  for   legal   expenses   to   an 

amount  not  to  exceed for  the  purpose  only  of 

normal  day-to-day  necessary  Town  legal  expenses. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  dedicated 
highway  situated  in  so-called  (Lake  Land  Development) 
coursing  adjacent  to  the  Northwesterly  Shore  of  Lower 
Suncook  Pond,  and  connecting  on  to  a  point  of  the  State 
Highway  #28,  and  the  Northerly  point  connecting  a  point 
on  the  White  Oak  Road. 
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The  above  mentioned  highway  has  been  in  existence, 
and  used  by  the  general  pubHc  for  a  period  exceeding  20  years, 
and  pursuant  to  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Chap- 
ter 230:1,  Annotation  2,  the  Selectmen  of  Bamstead  have  as 
a  majority  accepted  the  above  mentioned  highway  and  there- 
for by  their  action  do  hereby  bind  the  Town. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  contract  for  and  accept  aid  from  the 
Federal  Government  for  assistance  in  the  event  of  a  disaster 
occurring  in  the  Town  of  Bamstead,  and  being  declared 
eligible  for  such  assistance  by  the  State  Coordinating  Office 
for  Disasters. 

25.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF 
OSCAR  FOSS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Barnstead,  N.H.: 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  for  your  librarians  to  give  a 
report  of  the  activities  at  the  Oscar  Foss  Memorial  Library 
for  the  past  year. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  registered  19  readers 
from  grades  2  through  8.  Most  of  the  participants  were  from 
Barnstead;  others  came  from  Canada  and  other  places  out- 
side New  Hampshire. 

For  first  graders  and  pre-schoolers  we  had  a  story  hour 
every  week  during  the  summer,  and  a  film  from  the  State 
Library  every  other  week.  This  was  a  new  venture  for  the 
library  and  was  highly  successful.  A  total  of  about  100 
children  took  part  in  this  activity;  refreshments  were  served 
at  each  session. 

The  Comet  Club  and  Senior  Citizens  group  have  asked 
for  films  from  the  State  Library,  and  this  project,  too,  has 
been  successful.  We  have  been  able  to  accommodate  various 
groups  by  lending  our  new  motion-picture  projector.  This 
is  on  free  loan  to  any  organization  in  town;  one  of  the 
librarians  will  go  along  with  it,  if  there  is  no  other  qualified 
projectionist. 

Our  over-all  circulation  has  increased,  too,  which  pleases 
us.  The  individual  volumes  of  our  World  Book  Encyclopedia 
are  being  circulated,  and  our  school  children  have  been  very 
happy  with  this  arrangement,  since  the  new  set  and  other 
reference  material  can  only  be  used  in  the  library.  We  have 
also  sponsored  the  showing  of  several  films  at  our  school.  We 
have  also  registered  400  borrowers  during  the  year  1973. 

Mrs.  Gordon  Johnson,  the  assistant  librarian,  has  one 
more  course  to  take;  she  will  then  have  completed  the  re- 
quirements set  up  by  the  State  Library  and  the  State  Library 
Commission. 

We  have  told  you  all  the  good  things  that  have  happened 
in  the  past  year;  now  we  would  like  to  tell  you  about  some 
of  our  problems. 

The  Federal  Law  states  that  where  one  person  is  em- 
ployed  in  a   public   building,   running   hot   water  must   be 
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provided.  We  have  tried  to  get  this  situation  corrected  for 
two  years.  First  we  were  told  by  the  Selectmen  that  there 
was  no  problem;  and  more  recently  it  was  indicated  that  we 
would  have  to  wait  until  Town  Meeting.  This  lack  is  causing 
our  affiliation  with  the  State  Library  to  be  in  danger.  Our 
biggest  loss  would  be  that  we  could  no  longer  have  access  to 
free  films  from  its  Film  Library.  We  would  also  lose  Con- 
sultants' services  and  entree  to  scholarship  funds  if  we  should 
need  this  service. 

For  a  long  time  we  have  been  crowded  for  space.  We 
are  presently  using  a  corner  in  the  Community  Room  to  keep 
Civil  War  Books,  magazines  for  the  last  two  years  which 
might  be  useful  to  high  school  students,  and  others  doing 
research,  and  other  good  reading  material  which  we  do  not 
wish  to  discard.  We  have  had  some  expressions  of  discontent 
with  this  arrangement,  but  under  the  present  circumstances 
this  seems  to  be  the  best  we  can  do.  We  would  like  to  have 
our  work  area  somewhere  else  than  in  the  reading  room,  but 
moving  this  downstairs  would  mean  that  the  reading  area 
and  circulation  desk  could  not  be  easily  supervised.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented 
in  every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the 
forest  fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain 
the  written  permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Except  for  cook- 
ing fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00 
P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn  or  it  is 
raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the 
District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of 
Resources  and  Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important 
part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show 
the  need  with  72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris 
burning  and  children.  Smckey  the  Bear  is  an  important 
prevention  too,  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from  the  public. 
Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  hazards  of  playing 
with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a  lighted  match 
held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To:    Barnstead  Town  Selectmen 

The  major  efforts  of  the  Barnstead  Conservation  Com- 
mission in  1973  were  directed  towards  the  acquisition  of  a 
recreation  area  for  the  town. 

A  one-acre  beach  site  on  Half  Moon  Pond  was  rejected 
by  the  town  at  town  meeting  when  it  became  known  that 
the  Ralph  Eastman  property  on  Suncook  Pond  was  available. 
This  85-acre  site  includes  a  potential  beach  area,  a  potential 
water  fowl  refuge  and  a  forest  which  could  be  used  for 
recreational  purposes. 

The  Commission  used  the  $10,000  allocated  for  recrea- 
tional funds  for  a  down  payment  on  the  Ralph  Eastman 
property.  A  balance  of  $26,000  must  be  approved  or  rejected 
by  the  town  to  complete  the  purchase. 

If  this  purchase  finds  town  approval,  a  beach  area  for 
Barnstead  residents  will  be  available  in  the  next  year. 

Trees  given  to  the  Commission  by  the  state  nurseries 
were  planted  on  the  school  grounds  for  subsequent  trans- 
planting at  a  nature  walk  site  at  the  school  next  year. 

The  Commission  hopes  to  protect  scenic  and  recreationgd 
areas  in  the  town  of  Barnstead  in  the  next  year.

The  1974  Special  Session  will  have  begun  by  the  time 
you  read  this  Town  Report  and  we  will  be  engaged  with 
legislation  dealing  primarily  with  the  Capital  Budget  and 
the  Energy  Crisis.  While  I  hope  to  report  to  you  at  a  future 
date,  and  in  a  more  comprehensive  manner,  I  hope  the  follow- 
ing recap  of  some  of  the  major  advances  for  Barnstead  will 
be  of  interest  to  you. 

Prior  to  the  last  regular  session  I  had  cooperated  with 
the  town  conservation  commission  and  the  New  Hampshire 
Fish  &  Game  officials  in  initiating  a  public  hearing  for  the 
town  of  Barnstead  concerning  a  right-of-way  to  Brindle  Pond. 
During  that  discussion  there  was  some  concern  voiced  as  to 
what  a  public  entrance  to  that  body  of  water  might  mean 
in  the  way  of  accommodation  for  larger  type  motor  boats 
with  their  increased  hazard  and  pollution  factors.  As  a  result 
of  those  discussions,  and  by  request  of  many  members  of 
the  town  of  Bamstead,  I  introduced  House  Bill  13,  an  act 
prohibiting  motor  boats  powered  by  fuel  on  Brindle  Pond. 
This  bill  did  not  affect  the  right  to  use  boats  powered  by 
other  energy  sources  such  as  electrical  motors,  or,  of  course, 
hand-powered  or  sailboats.  The  bill  was  received  well  by  the 
Committee  to  which  it  was  referred,  due  in  great  i>art  to  the 
number  of  concerned  Barnstead  residents  who  appeared  and 
testified  on  its  behalf.  Subsequently,  House  Bill  13  was 
approved  by  the  Legislature  and  signed  into  law  by  the 
Governor.  Therefore,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  Brindle  Pond 
will  not  only  have  a  public  right-of-way  but  will  also  be 
protected  from  huge  motor  boat  oil  pollution. 

Subsequent  to  last  year's  town  meeting  requesting  that 
the  State  Representative  introduce  a  bill  which  would  allow 
for  absentee  voting  in  certain  town  and  school  district  elec- 
tions, I  introduced  House  Bill  9.  This  bill  provided  for  the 
adoption  of  absentee  voting  in  town,  village  and  school  dis- 
trict elections,  where  either  the  Australian  ballot  system  or 
the  non-partisan  ballot  system  has  been  adopted.  This  bill 
was  not  mandatory  in  the  sense  that  every  town  in  the  state 
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was  to  follow  its  dictates,  but  rather  a  permissive  bill  which 
would  allow  any  town,  village  district  or  school  district  to 
adopt  the  absentee  voting  system  only  if  it  so  desired  for 
annual  elections,  so  as  not  to  disenfranchise  a  person  from 
within  the  town  or  city.  This  bill  also  allows  for  the  recession 
of  such  an  adoption  by  majority  vote. 

This  new  legislation  requires  that  the  towns  and  districts 
which  adopt  the  absentee  voting  provision,  and  thus  the 
town  clerk,  the  village  district  clerk  and  the  school  district 
clerk,  as  may  be  the  case,  prepare  the  absentee  ballots, 
application  forms,  envelopes  and  copies  of  the  law  with  ex- 
planations of  the  ballot,  in  the  case  of  bond  issues  or  refer- 
endums.  The  forms  are  set  forth  in  the  bill,  while  the 
requirements  which  are  to  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of 
State,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General.  Filing 
periods  for  offices  in  towns  and  districts  which  adopt  this 
absentee  voting  system  have  been  modified  to  give  the  clerk 
sufficient  time  to  prepare  ballots.  This  bill  was  made  effective 
sixty  days  after  passage  so  that  now  Barnstead  or  any  other 
town  in  the  state  of  New  Haimpshire  which  wishes  absentee 
voting  for  their  town  elections  can  do  so,  but  only  after  having 
an  article  in  the  town  warrant  and  explaining  and  appropria- 
ting money  for  the  cost  of  the  envelopes  and  ballot  printing. 
While  I  believe  that  the  expansion  of  the  franchise  is  a 
positive  thing  to  do,  it  is  stUl  up  to  the  local  town  people  to 
vote  whether  or  not  they  want  to  expand  that  voting  right 
for  town  elections. 

During  the  last  year  I  have  also  been  active  in  assisting 
town  officials  in  their  requests  made  before  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Ambulance  Coordination  Board  for  federal  funds. 
Center  Barnstead  was  successful  in  receiving  requests  for 
matching  funds  to  purchase  a  new  ambulance  and  much  of 
that  success  is  due  to  the  constant  vigilance  of  the  members 
of  the  Center  Barnstead  Ambulance  System  and  state  offi- 
cials, both  of  whom  have  been  very  helpful  in  making  sure 
Barnstead  has  its  fair  share.  As  a  State  Representative,  I  am 
constantly  aware  of  the  demand  for  public  state  and  federal 
funds  for  specific  programs,  and  as  in  the  past,  I  am  con- 
tinuing to  make  every  effort  to  help  secure  funds  once  the 
application  has  been  made  by  the  town  agency.  While  the 
competition  for  such  available  state  and  federal  funds  is 
intense,  so  far  the  towns  within  my  district  have  been 
successful  in  getting  these  requests  granted. 

As  I  near  eight  years  of  legislative  experience  as  your 
state  representative,  I  have  found  that  there  have  been  many, 
many  changes  brought  about  in  laws  relating  to  state  and 
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local  government.  Foremost  amongst  those  changes  is  the 
so-called  Right  to  Know  Law,  which  specifies  that  neither 
town,  county  nor  state  government  can  operate  in  secret. 
Public  records  must  be  kept,  and  must  be  open  for  inspection 
by  members  of  the  public  whether  residents  or  non-residents 
of  a  particular  town.  The  law  does  provide  for  certain  ex- 
ceptions in  cases  of  hiring  or  firing  and  discussions  on  con- 
tracts and  bid  awards.  However,  the  Right  To  Know  Law 
is  so  strong  that  those  in  violation  of  it  can  be  enjoined  by 
the  Superior  Court  and  ordered  to  provide  information  to 
any  citizen  of  your  town.  I  think  this  is  a  major  step  forward 
in  having  a  better  and  more  open  government — one  that  is 
supposed  to  serve  you. 

As  a  result  of  a  request  made  by  myself  and  other 
interested  people  in  Bamstead  and  Gilmanton,  the  Union 
Telephone  Company,  in  cooperation  with  the  New  England 
Telephone  Company,  has  announced  that  by  July  1st  there 
will  be  a  tell  free  system  for  Center  Bamstead  and  Bamstead 
Parade  which  would  allow  residents  to  call  the  towns  of 
Pittsfield  and  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  toll  free.  As  you  might 
have  remembered  a  public  hearing  was  held  in  Bamstead  to 
explain  that  those  customers  receiving  this  service  would 
have  an  increase  in  their  monthly  payment  after  the  service 
was  introduced.  It  is  hoped  that  availability  of  this  new 
service  will  help  tie  the  community  together  with  the  oppor- 
tunity to  have  better  communication  systems  for  your 
emergency  services  in  town. 

As  in  the  past  I  will  make  myself  available  to  town 
officials  and  agencies  and  report  to  them  abojit  changes  in 
state  laws,  and  I  will  try  to  continue  to  be  responsive  to  your 
comments  and  suggestions  regarding  state  legislation  and 
your  interests  affecting  your  town.  Later  this  year  I  hope  to 
mail  to  you  a  more  comprehensive  report  of  the  last  year's 
legislative  activities  and  my  voting  record.

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BARNSTEAD  LEGISLATIVE  REPORT

Loon  Pond  Road,  Gilmanton,  N.H.  (267-3232) 

As  a  freshman  legislator,  I  experienced  both  success  and 
disappointment  in  regard  to  the  several  bills  which  I  spon- 
sored during  the  1973  regular  session. 

While  campaigning,  I  promised  if  elected  to  introduce 
a  bill  to  permit  the  State  Treasurer  to  invest  the  daily  re- 
ceipts of  the  Liquor  Commission  in  short  term  paper 
(Certificates  of  Deposit)  with  a  potential  annual  return  to 
the  State  in  excess  of  three  million  dollars.  You  will  be 
pleased  to  learn  that  my  bill  (HB-560)  passed  both  the 
House  and  Senate  without  opposition  and  became  law 
August  18,  1973. 

Another  bill,  (HB-911)  co-sponsored  with  Sheldon 
Harvey  of  New  Durham  which  is  now  on  the  books  "prohibits 
the  use  of  outboard  motors  of  more  than  six  horsepower  and 
limits  speed  to  6  mph  on  Merrymeeting  River  between  the 
New  Durham  Hatchery  and  the  Alton  Dam. 

It  was  frustrating  to  lose  HB-996  "to  prohibit  the  Bel- 
knap (Gunstock)  Area  Commission  from  issuing  free  ski 
passes  to  elected  officials".  My  reason  for  introducing  such 
a  bill  was  to  eliminate  a  repugnant  example  of  political 
privilege.  (Last  year,  154  free  passes  were  given  away,  worth 
up  to  $175  each).  A  significant  loss  of  income  to  the  County. 

At  the  request  of  the  Selectmen  I  testified  before  a 
public  hearing  of  the  Water  Resources  Board  in  opposition 
to  a  proposed  dredge  and  fill  application  submitted  by 
developer  Roland  Raiche  in  conjunction  with  a  tract  of  land 
he  recently  purchased  on  Suncook  Lake.  The  Special  Board 
denied  his  application  for  a  500  foot  long  beach. 

I  submitted  two  bills  for  consideration  during  the 
Special  Session  which  could  offer  some  immediate  relief  for 
the  town  of  Barnstead. 

The  first  bill  states  that  "Planning  Board  Members  shall 
be  automatically  removed  from  office  were  conflicts  of  inter- 
est exist".    The  second  bill  would  discourage  arbitrary  and 
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capricious  law  suits  against  small  towns  with  limited  legal 
resources.  It  stipulates  that,  "If  a  municipality  is  the  de- 
fendant in  a  legal  action  and  if  judgment  is  rendered  in  favor 
of  the  municipality,  then  the  losing  party  or  parties  shall  be 
liable  for  all  court  costs  including  reimbursement  to  the 
town  for  reasonable  legal  fees". 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  each  of  you  for  the  privilege  of  representing 
the  town  of  Barnstead  in  the  deliberations  of  our  State 
Legislature.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
MEETING  AT  BARNSTEAD,  N.H. 


March  2,  1973 


The  Annual  School  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Bamstead 
was  held  in  the  new  auditorium  of  the  school,  March  2,  1973. 
There  were  189  voters  and  others  present.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  George  Hartshorn,  at  8 
o'clock.  He  read  the  School  Warrant  and  the  certifications 
of  the  Warrants  being  posted  locally. 

Article  1.  The  Moderator  read  the  article,  and  John  L.  Cot- 
ton, moved  that  the  salaries  of  the  School  District  Officers 
be  approved  as  follows:  Moderator  $10.00,  Clerk  $10.00, 
School  Board  Chairman  $75.00,  School  Board  Members  $75.00 
each,  Treasurer  $75.00,  Auditor  $25.00,  and  Truant  Officer 
$10.00.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Arthur  Stock,  and  by 
a  voice  vote  approved. 

Article  2  The  Moderator  read  the  article  and  Richard  Collins 
moved  that  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees 
of  the  School  District  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Annual 
Report.  William  Parent  seconded  this  motion,  and  by  a  voice 
vote  it  passed. 

Article  3.  The  Moderator  read  the  article.  After  some  deli- 
beration and  explanations  William  Jenisch  moved  that  the 
district  appropriate  a  sum  of  $25,000.00,  such  sum  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  premium  and  accrued  interest  on  the  sale  of 
the  bond  issue,  interest  earned  from  the  investment  of  the 
bond  money,  state  aid  for  equipping  the  kitchen,  and  other 
available  funds  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  expend 
such  funds  when  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  equipping  and 
furnishing  the  elementary  school  addition.  This  was  seconded 
by  Ernst  Tiede  and  voted  on  by  a  voice  vote.  On  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Moderator,  it  was  carried  by  more  than  a  two- 
thirds  majority  and  passed. 

Article  4.  The  Moderator  read  the  article.  Joanne  Locke 
moved  that  we  take  up  Article  4  after  Article  7  and  proceed 
with  Article  5  as  the  next  order  of  business.  John  Blair 
seconded  this  motion  and  again  on  a  voice  vote,  the  Moder- 
ator declared  two-thirds  majority  and  the  motion  carried. 
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Article  5  The  Moderator  read  the  article.  WiUiam  Gosse 
asked  to  have  "Fixed  charges"  defined,  as  it  relates  to  in- 
creasing the  budget  by  10%.  "Fixed  charges"  are  payments 
on  Principal  and  Interest  on  debts  of  school  building  pro- 
grams. Richard  Golden  moved  that  we  take  up  the  budget, 
item  by  item.  William  Gosse  seconded  this  motion  and  by 
voice  vote  passed. 

After  one  hour  and  ten  minutes  of  heated  debate,  mainly  on 
teachers'  salaries  and  with  various  amendments,  and  amend- 
ments to  the  amendment,  Joanne  Locke  asked  for  a  secret 
ballot  on  teachers'  salaries,  namely  $91,356.00  being  the 
question.  "No"  not  to  vote  the  amount,  and  "Yes"  to  vote 
for  the  sum;  which  sum,  would  include  a  salary  for  a  teacher 
for  a  public  kindergarten. 

The  Clerk,  Town  Ballot  Clerks,  proceeded  to  set-up  with 
official  Yes  and  No  ballots.  179  voters  voting.  84  voted  "no" 
and  85  voted  "yes",  thereby  throwing  the  $91,356.00  amount 
out.  Then  with  the  School  Board  members  explaining  many 
details  of  materials  and  equipment  lacking  in  the  new  plant, 
a  figure  of  $84,766.00  was  derived  at,  to  include  a  librsiry 
aide,  office  secretary,  health  insurance,  and  teacher  substi- 
tutes, and  other.  Richard  Golden  then  moved  that  $84,766.00 
be  the  sum  for  teachers'  salaries.  This  was  seconded  by 
Kenneth  Collins  and  by  a  voice  "Yes"  vote  carried. 

Transportation  was  another  big  item  in  the  budget  and  John 
Cotton  explained  that  with  the  enrollment  growing  at  such  a 
steady  rate,  a  fourth  bus  will  be  an  absolute  necessity  another 
year,  and  so  he  moved  that  the  sum  for  Transportation  be 
increased  to  $25,000.00  (from  $18,980.00).  This  was  second- 
ed by  David  Gregoire  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

At  long  last,  John  L.  Cotton  moved  that  the  District  raise 
and  appropriate  $305,935.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  School  District  Officials  and  Agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  This 
was  seconded  by  Arnold  Riel  and  was  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  6  Moderator  read  the  article.  Lloyd  Hanson  moved 
that  the  District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  appli- 
cation for  and  receive  in  the  name  of  the  District  such  ad- 
vances, grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes 
as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United 
States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any 
Federal  or  State  Agency.  This  was  seconded  by  Richard 
Collins  and  by  a  voice  vote  passed. 
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Article  7  Moderator  read  the  article  and  Lloyd  Hanson 
moved  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
$1,000.00  to  establish  a  contingency  fund  to  meet  the  cost 
of  unanticipated  expenses  that  may  arise  during  the  year. 
This  was  seconded  by  Holly  (Hulda)  Bickford  and  on  a 
voice  vote  was  accepted. 

Article  4  This  article  was  then  reverted  to,  and  the  Moder- 
ator read  it.  William  Gosse  moved  that  the  district  provide 
kindergarten  instruction  as  a  regular  part  of  the  Bamstead 
School  System  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,060.00 
to  implement  the  same.  (Ernst  Tiede)  Mr.  Gosse  also  moved 
that  Article  4  be  tabled  indefinitely,  Ernst  Tiede  seconded 
this  motion  and  by  a  voice  vote  passed — to  be  table  in- 
definitely. 

Article  8  Selectman  Leonard  Tasker  asked  for  a  show  of 
hands  if  voters  would  prefer  to  have  the  Town  business  meet- 
ing held  in  this  school  auditorium,  March  10th?  It  was  a 
decidedly  favorable  vote,  and  will  be  taken  up  at  9:00  a.m., 
March  3rd,  election  day. 

William  Jenisch  announced  John  L.  Cotton  was  retiring  from 
the  School  Board  after  giving  27  years  as  a  dedicated  Board 
worker.  Mr.  Cotton  was  given  a  standing  applause  and  Cot- 
ton said,  "He  appreciated  all  the  support  given  him  while 
serving  and  it  had  been  a  rewarding  experience  and  very 
educational  to  him.  To  come  on  the  Board  in  '47  with  four 
classrooms,  of  four  grades  each  and  four  teachers,  and  to  end 
up  with  such  a  modern  educational  plant,  was  very  gratifying 
to  him." 

Richard  Golden  then  told  the  audience  to  look  to  the  future 
for  buildings  and  staff  and  asked  the  voters  to  go  on  record 
as  giving  the  School  Board  a  rising  vote  of  approval.  This 
was  done. 

The  Clerk  then  tried  to  introduce  the  people  running  for 
school  offices  at  Tuesday's  election,  namely:  Moderator — 
Richard  Golden;  Clerk — Flora  Collins  and  Margaret  Foss; 
School  Board  Member  for  three  years — Lloyd  Hanson,  John 
Lichty  and  Gordon  Prescott;  Treasurer — Mary  Gosse;  and 
Auditor — Ralph  Pyne. 

William  Gosse  then  moved  if  there  was  no  other  business, 
the  meeting  be  adjourned.  This  was  seconded  by  John  L. 
Cotton  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  10:50  p.m.

To  the  citizens  of  Barnstead,  it  is  with  great  pleasure 
that  your  School  Board  submits  this  Annual  Report  to  you 
for  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School. 

The  1973-74  year  has  been  a  busy  one  to  date.  The  new 
addition  you  authorized,  which  consisted  of  four  classrooms, 
a  multi-purpose  room  and  a  kitchen,  are  all  being  used  and 
used  efficiently.  Until  the  energy  crisis  hit  us,  various  groups 
of  townspeople  were  using  the  facilities  for  after-school  acti- 
vities. In  order  to  conserve  energy,  we  have  had  to  stop  this 
school  use.  The  Board  hopes  in  the  near  future,  the  facilities 
will  again  be  able  to  be  used  by  the  townspeople. 

When  school  opened  last  September,  a  School  Lunch 
Program  was  initiated.  We  have  a  full-time  cook,  an  assistant 
and  a  part-time  helper  who  handles  the  accounting  for  the 
program.  From  all  reports,  the  meals  that  have  been  served 
to  the  students  have  been  excellent.  The  number  of  students 
that  are  participating  in  the  School  Lunch  Program  repres- 
ents three  quarters  of  the  student  body.  The  Board  is  proud 
of  this  accomplishment. 

This  school  year,  the  increased  enrollment  put  a  strain 
on  our  transpK>rtation  system,  so  an  additional  bus  was  re- 
quested and  pressed  into  use.  Two  years  ago,  we  started  our 
school  year  with  three  buses,  two  sixty-six  passenger  and  one 
sixty  passenger.  Today,  we  have  four  buses,  two  seventy-two 
passenger  and  two  sixty-two  passenger.  Our  school  system 
has  been  growing  very  rapidly. 

This  past  year,  more  townspeople  have  come  to  our 
public  board  meetings  to  observe  how  they  are  conducted. 
This  attendance  was  welcomed  by  the  Board. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of 
Barnstead  for  allowing  us  the  opportunity  to  serve  you  to 
the  best  of  our  abilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Bamstead 
School  District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  eighth  annual  report 
as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  student  enrollment  in  the  Barnstead  Elementary 
School  has  increased  beyond  expectations.  Since  one  year 
ago,  there  has  been  52  more  students  enrolled,  increasing  the 
total  school  enrollment  to  246  students.  This  has  created 
burdens  on  the  teaching  staff,  transportation,  and  the  total 
school  budget.  It  was  necessary  to  employ  an  additional 
teacher  early  in  the  school  year  and  all  indications  are  that 
even  another  teacher  will  be  needed  next  year.  All  of  the 
classrooms  will  then  be  in  full  use. 

The  next  problem  is  where  do  we  put  additional  students 
in  the  event  the  enrollments  continue  to  increase.  Every 
classroom,  next  year,  will  be  used  full  time.  It  appears  ne- 
cessary to  again  take  a  look  at  the  future  enrollment,  the 
need  to  increase  the  size  of  the  school,  or  possibly  the  need 
to  tuition  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  or  combine  the 
educational  needs  with  some  other  school  district.  This  last 
possibility  needs  serious  consideration  in  light  of  the  increas- 
ing tuition  rate  and  the  additional  number  of  students  to  be 
tuitioned.  There  has  also  been  a  change  in  the  tuition  liability 
of  the  school  district.  Prior  years,  the  district  had  to  pay 
the  per  pupil  cost,  or  the  state  average  cost,  whichever  was 
less.  Pittsfield's  tuition  rate  was  $784.00  while  the  state 
average  was  $931.00.  It  would  appear,  at  present,  the  per 
pupil  cost  in  Pittsfield  will  remain  below  the  state  average. 
This  is  not  the  case  for  those  students  tuitioned  to  Alton. 
Their  tuition  rate  this  year  is  $1,185.00,  well  above  the  state 
average.  Starting  next  year,  the  district  will  be  required  to 
pay  the  full  amount. 

It  is  important  to  have  a  special  committee  assist  the 
School  Board  in  examining  these  issues  and  to  make  neces- 
sary recommendations  for  voter  consideration  in  the  spring 
of  1975. 

On  the  more  pleasant  side  I  feel  we  have  a  real  fine  staff, 
dedicated  to  giving  your  youth  the  finest  educational  ex- 
periences possible.  The  new  lunch  program  has  added  tre- 
mendously to  the  whole  school  and  the  citizens'  support  has 
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been  heartwarming.  There  still  are  areas  needing  attention 
and  through  the  continued  interest  and  dedication  of  the 
school  board,  the  education  in  Bamstead  will  continue  to 
improve.  Mr  Check,  Principal,  has  applied  himself  diligently 
in  the  administration  of  your  school.  I  wish  to  express  my 
sincere  appreciation  to  all  of  the  parents,  businessmen,  citi- 
zens, staff,  and  especially  the  members  of  the  School  Board 
for  a  most  successful  year.

REPORT  OF 
THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  the  citizens  of  the  Bamstead 
School  District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  second  Annual 
Report  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  selected  the  following  areas  to  report  on:  (1) 
Recruiting  Procedures,  (2)  New  Staff  Members  for  1973-74, 
(3)  Length  of  Service  of  the  Teaching  Staff,  (4)  Title  I 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  and  (5)  Minimum 
Standards  and  Recommendations  for  New  Hampshire  Public 
Elementary  Schools. 

The  increased  supply  of  teachers  has  resulted  in  an 
added  dimension  to  our  recruitment  process.  For  the  first 
time,  a  computer  organization  will  assist  us  in  the  recruit- 
ment of  teachers.  This  organization  (T  A  B — for  Teacher 
Application  Bank)  is  now  serving  nineteen  New  Hampshire 
School  Unions.  Teachers  interested  in  teaching  in  one  of 
the  nineteen  member  unions  are  referred  to  T  A  B.  We 
notify  T  A  B  of  our  teacher  needs  and  receive  a  printout  of 
the  available  teachers  who  appear  to  meet  our  requirements. 
We  then  select  those  teachers  that  we  desire  to  interview. 

We  are  using  this  service  on  a  trial  basis  this  year.  There 
is  still  a  need  to  maintain  close  contact  with  the  college  and 
university  placement  offices,  however.  Their  assistance  is 
very  valuable. 
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This  past  year  I  was  involved  in  the  recruitment  of  a 
total  of  44  teachers  for  School  Union  #49,  (ironically,  the 
same  number  as  last  year).  Five  of  these  teachers  were  re- 
cruited for  Barnstead.  We  are  very  pleased  with  the  progress 
that  our  new  staff  members  have  made  this  year. 

As  a  result  of  having  to  fill  this  large  number  of  positions, 
I  computed  the  median  length  of  service  for  each  teacher  in 
the  school  districts  of  School  Union  #49.  A  year  ago  I  re- 
ported the  median  figure  for  Barnstead  was  2  years.  As  of 
September  of  this  year  the  median  figure  was  1  year.  Barn- 
stead needs  to  make  a  concerted  effort  to  retain  its  teachers 
for  longer  periods  of  service  if  improvements  in  curriculum 
and  general  program  are  desired. 

Title  I  funds  have  been  utilized  for  a  cooperative  project 
for  the  districts  of  Alton,  Barnstead  and  Pittsfield.  The 
personnel  employed  for  this  project  are  developing  procedures 
to  be  used  for  the  identification  of  individual  student  learn- 
ing needs.  This  information  will  be  used  in  the  planning  of 
programs  for  those  children  identified  as  needing  special 
attention,  in  order  that  they  may  perform  at  their  expected 
performance  level. 

In  June  of  1972,  we  were  required  to  submit  a  minimum 
elementary  school  standards  report  to  the  State  Department 
of  Education.  This  report  identified  those  areas  of  Barn- 
stead's  school  programs  that  did  not  then  meet  state  stand- 
ards. The  areas  of  deficiency  were:  Physical  Education, 
Special  Education,  Guidance  Services,  and  Library  Services. 
Progress  has  been  made  to  improve  library  services,  but  pro- 
grams still  need  to  be  implemented  for  the  other  areas. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  enjoy  the  support  and  co- 
operation of  the  Barnstead  School  Board,  Superintendent 
Russell,  Principal  Check,  and  the  school  faculty.

To  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
the  citizens  of  Barnstead.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I 
submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  the  Principal  of  the 
Barnstead  Elementary  School, 

The  1972-73  school  year  was  completed  with  the  gradu- 
ation of  23  eighth  graders  to  Pittsfield  High  School,  Alton 
High  School  and  Austin-Gate  Academy.  We  also  witnessed 
our  first  full  year  in  the  new  addition. 

The  1973-74  school  year  is  well  under  way  and  we  are 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  better  than  half  our  staff  return 
for  this  school  year.  Filling  the  vacancies  and  new  positions 
are  Virginia  Adams,  grade  one;  Annie  Wiggins,  grades  two 
and  three;  Kathy  Korbanics,  grade  four;  Brian  Slopey,  sixth, 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  science;  Michael  Simoneau,  sixth, 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  social  studies;  Susan  Fraser,  library 
aide;  Candace  Chamberlain,  teacher  aide;  Carol  St.  Onge, 
cook-manager  for  the  school  lunch  program;  Sandra  Collins, 
assistant  cook;  Mary  Gosse,  bookkeeper  and  helper  for  the 
lunch  program;  and  James  Stevenson,  custodian. 

This  year  the  state  has  recommended  that  we  combine 
the  ESEA,  Title  I  monies  with  Alton  and  Pittsfield  to  work 
on  a  cooperative  program.  This  has  been  done  and  now  a 
new  Early  Childhood  program  that  serves  the  primary  grades 
is  well  under  way  with  Judith  Bush  as  its  coordinator  and 
Leslie  Osterhout  as  her  assistant.  This  program  works  to 
help  the  staff  develop  and  execute  teaching  methods  to  reach 
individual  learning  problems,  help  classroom  adjustment,  and 
help  bring  about  gieater  school  success  in  grades  ones,  two 
and  three. 

The  1973-74  school  year  also  saw  the  beginning  of  a 
complete  school  lunch  program.  This  program  has  been  very 
well  received  by  the  students  and  residents  of  Barnstead.  At 
the  present  time  we  have  approximately  80%  of  the  students 
participating,  while  the  state  average  is  approximately  60%. 
This  is  outstanding  and  the  women  responsible  for  this  suc- 
cess are  to  be  congratulated  as  well  as  the  parents  of  the 
students  for  their  support. 

This  year  has  also  seen  the  first  year  with  a  full  time 
professional  in  our  library.   Miss  Fraser  has  done  an  extreme- 


ly  fine  job  in  keeping  the  library  in  order  and  coordinating 
its  use  with  students,  staff  and  the  town  library. 

Our  new  language  arts  program  was  implemented  in 
September  after  a  comprehensive  study  by  a  committee  of 
Supervisory  Union  teachers.  This  year  the  reading  program 
is  being  studied  as  part  of  a  continuing  effort  to  provide  the 
students  with  the  most  up  to  date  curriculum  materials. 

Prior  to  the  Christmas  recess  the  total  enrollment  reach- 
ed a  high  of  246.  This  results  in  a  52  student  increase  over 
last  year  at  the  same  time.  We  have  six  grades  with  30 
students  or  over.  To  meet  this  need,  at  least  one  additional 
teacher  will  be  needed  to  give  students  the  best  possible 
opportunity  to  learn  in  an  uncrowded  situation. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of 
the  school  board,  the  superintenent  of  schools,  the  citizens 
of  Barnstead,  my  fellow  teachers  and  staff  members  for  their 
support  and  cooperation.

TENTATIVE  WARRANT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  town  of 
Barnstead  quahfied  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Barnstead  Elementary 
School  in  said  district  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1974,  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation 
of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  appoint  a  five  member  study  committee  to  study 
the  educational  facility  needs  for  the  District  and 
report  these  findings  and  reconmiendations  to  the 
School  Board  no  later  than  January  1,  1975,  as  well 
as  at  the  next  Annual  School  District  meeting. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officers  and  agents  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district. 

5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board 
to  make  application  for  and  receive  in  the  name  of 
the  district  such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds 
for  ^ucational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  Federal  or  State 
Agency. 

6.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  establish  a  contingency  fund  to 
meet  the  cost  of  unanticipated  expenses  that  may  arise 
during  the  year.
